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NOTE. 

From want of funds applicable to the purpose, this Academy published no Memoirs in 
quarto from 1874 to 1881, and during this period the sheets of the paper of Mr. Alexander 
Agassiz on the Embryology op the Ctenophor^:, printed in August, 1874, and intended 
to stand as Number 3 in Volume X., were laid aside for the completion of the volume. 

On resuming the quarto publications with the Memoir of Mr. Henry W. Haynes on the 
Discovery op Palaeolithic Flint Implements in Upper Egypt, printed January, 1881, 
the paper of Mr. Agassiz was overlooked, and not only were its folios duplicated, but the 
volume was also completed, bound, and distributed without it. The Publishing Committee 
greatly regret this oversight; but as numerous copies of the Memoir on the Ctenophorse 
were distributed by the author immediately after it was printed, and since this paper is 
referred to as an important stage in the development of the subject on which it treats, the 
Committee do not feel at liberty to alter the paging, and now distribute the Memoir of 
Mr. Agassiz to its correspondents without alteration, as a Supplement to Part II. of Vol- 
ume X., together with a new table of contents. It has been determined in future to 
distribute the quarto Memoirs of the Academy as often as the successive papers are 
published.
